In a statement made here Dr. F. 
Cyril James. Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor of McGill. said. "Both as 
a philosopher and as Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts and Science, Pro- 
fessor Hendel has made great con- 
tributions to the life of McGill 
University during the eleven years 
that he has been with us. We will 
miss him very much, but every 
one of us will wish him every 
happiness and success in the great 
work that he is undertaking when 
he goes to Yale next autumn." 

In announcing the appointment. 
President Charles Seymour of Yale, 
said. "Yale is concerned to have 
philosophy brought into fruitful re- 
lationship with the social studies 
and studies in government, econo- 
mics, anlhopology. and law. Pro- 
fessor Hendel's appointment inaug- 
urates systematic work in this 
field." 

While at McGill, Dean Hendel has 
been doing research work in the 
field of social and political philo- 
sophy. As President Seymour's an- 
nouncement indicates, Dean Hen- 
dels work at Yale will be an ex- 
tension of the. work he has been 
doing here in that field. 

Dr. Hendel's special field of 
scholarship is the history of modern 
philosophy, ethics, and social and 
political philosophy. His books in- 
clude a two- volume study of Jean- 
Jacques Rousseau, "Studies in the 
Philosophy of David Hume," and 
"Citizens of Geneva,'' a biography 
and translations of selected letters 
of Rousseau.

LORD TWEED SMUIR 

A Tribute By 

Principal F. Cyril James 



"God gave us memory that we might have roses in 
December," and the thankful recollections of a tireless 
public servant mingle with the memories of a brilliant 
author and an unforgettoble personality. 

Many years have passed since we first found an 
escape from immediate cares while we read the absorbing 
adventures of Richard Hannay, and since then there have 
been hours of sheer pleasure that were spent with the 
great biographies written by the man who, by many 
people, will always be remembered as John Buchan. 

To those who hove read AUGUSTUS, it is not sur- 
prising that Lord Tweedsmuir should have been a great 
pro-consul. Long years of sen/ice had given him experi- 
ence which, coupled with his own full measure of wisdom, 
provided an insight into the problems of government that 
was almost uncanny and Canada, perhaps, knew him 
better in this respect that any other part of the world. 
He came to the Dominion in the fulness of his life and, 
refusing to content himself with the formalities of his 
office, he wished to know Canada intimately. In the 
course of the travels by which he accomplished that am- 
bition, thousands of Canadians learned to know him as a 
man whose greatness was enhanced by warm humanity 
and friendliness. 

To his office as Visitor of McGill University he 
brought the same interest and enthusiasm, so that each 
of us will miss his presence as deeply as the whole Dom- 
inion mourns the loss of its Governor-General. He was 
an integral part of our University life, spontaneous in his 
help and cordial in his friendship. 

All of Canada will feel poorer because he has passed 
from among us, but there- is not one of us that does not 
feel richer for having known him. The memory cf what 
he was is even more vivid than the splendid record of what 
he did. We shall treasure that memory, and find friendly 
comfort in it during all the days that lead us into the 
future.

i-jvln looking back over the pan two or 
three decades, it is interesting to note the 
changing outlook of the college student in 
A quickly changing world. True, in some 
respects students have not altered at all. 
Politics — right, centre, and left — have held 
the attention of many of them from earliest 
times. Their taste in sports have changed 
little; competitive athletics have always 
been a matter of great interest for the aver- 
age studem — 

How then, may we ask. have college 
students changed? Mostly in their collec- 
tive personality rather than in their mode 
of behaviour. Older people are heard to re- 
mark, "Where is the 'rah-rah' college boy 
of yesterday?" Somehow ihese words ''rah- 
rah" do not sum up the average man or 
woman at the university of today. College 
Btudents are still impulsive, they still have 
their Sadie Hawkins' "Week, they still have 
• their Plumbers' Parade;, but underlying all 
this there is a new note running through 
the interests of students at the present 
time. That note may be summed up brief- 
ly as an "awakening consciousness."' 

It is difficult to typify a generation, 
but on the whole it may be said that during 
the "roaring twenties," when the jazz age- 
was at its height, college students consisted 
■of a giddy set of young people who were 
living fast and furiously in a hectic post- 
war period. That age died with the corning 
of the economic depression, and with it 
went the so-called "rah-rah" college boy. 

Enter a new personality with a new 
and different eras. The college boy aud 
girl felt responsibilities pressing upon them ; 
in the early thirties, it was not easy for 
many students to attend college due to fin- 
ancial reasons, even more so than today. 
College was regarded more as a place to 
gain an education than as a happy-hunting 
iround. 

As the thirties developed and with 
the growth of powerful totalitarian 
States, pressing fcocial and economic prob- 
lems, religious persecutions, and menacing 
dictatorships, the aspect of the student 
changed again. A new intensity entered 
into his personality ; concepts such as free- 
dom of speech and freedom of the press be- 
came matters of vital reality, and the 
yeneer of an awakening view of life cov- 
•.éred the average student. 

Today with the advent of a new de- 
cade, still more vital world problems have 
,«nt^red the heart and soul of the student. 
He is still engrossed in his education, but 
he also has to keep his eyes open to a 
quickly changing world. He finds solace in 
jgood music, and a sharpening of intellect in 
being aware of problems around him. Al- 
though he approaches life with no more 
certainty than he did a couple of decades 
ago, yet k docs approach it with his ear- 
carefully tuned and hi.- eycight carefully 
trained.

Lack of Interest. 

To the Editor of the McGill Daily. 

Slr.-M wish to lake Ihe initiative 
of presenting certain facta to 'the 
student opinion before the meeting 
of the student's society to discuss 
the event* of last week concerning 
the McGill delegation to the Third 
National Conference of Canadian 
University Students, at Macdonald 
College. December 27-31. 1939. 

Some students at McGill are 
anxious to know how Ihe delegates 
were chosen, and if they did re- 
present the opinions of the majority 
at McGill, or not. To both ques- 
tions I shall answer in the best of 
my knowledge. 

McGill University Is most fortun 
ale In having on Its campus the Na 
tioual Office or the C. S. A. Any 
students on the campus, Interested 
in the C. S. A., or in doubt about 
its activities, is very welcome to 
come down to the office and find 
all nbout it by speaking with the 
national secretary, or consulting the 
very large source of information 
available there. 

Now let us go down to business. 
The first paragraph of a statement 
issued at McGill about preparation 
for the conference, reads as fol- 
low: "McGill has the privilege of 
sending 30 delegates to the national 
conference of Canadian university 
students, being held at Stc. Annes, 
December 27 to 31. A planning 
committee,, representing all campus 
organizations and clubs, will select 
the McGill delegates." In the last 
paragraph of a press release, dated 
November 14, we find the follow- 
ing: "In order to secure the most 
responsible students at the confer 
ence local delegates will be selected 
on the basis of their contribution to 
university life." 

Then on December 2nd, letter, 
reading as follow were sent to 
every club, interest group, frater 
nity, sorority, to the executives of 
all faculties and schools on the 
campus. 

December 2nd, 1939. 
Dear Sir or Madam. 

The McGill National Planning 
Committee, of which we wrote you 
in our letter of recent date, Is meet- 
ing on Tuesday, December 5th, at 
8 P.M., at 3570 McTavish Street. 

It is imperative that every cam- 
pus organization interested in the 
National Conference should be re- 
presented at this mcetins, and that 
each representative should be au- 
thorized to speak in the name of 
his or her organization. If your re- 
presentative has not yet been chos- 
en, we would be greatly obliged if 
a member of your executive could 
be present. 

The accompanying bulletin will 
inform you of the functions of this 
committee. It will also give you 
some idea of the preparation work 
planned thus far. 

Yours truly, 
G. HATCHER, isigned) 
Secretary, 
McGill Committee of the C.S.A. 

The above letter was sent to 70 
different clubs and societies and 
only 23 delegates came to the meet- 
ing. 1 would not like to specify any 
people, nor to design any one. but 
there was a lack of cooperation 
somewhere. Seven clubs were re- 
presented, five fraternities, the De- 
bating Union, the Women's Union, 
the McGill Union, four people from 
the Students' Council, and the Na- 
tional secretary of the C.S.A. 

On December the tilh, a third let- 
ter was sent, urging every one to 
co-operation choosing the delegates, 
from which 1 take out those few 
lines: "Appoint a delegate to the 
McGill planning committee, if you 
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already done so, The 
meets next Thursday to

select the delegates." 

"The basis on which the delegates 
will be selected is outlined In the 
nccompanyine statement Wc ■ Ish 
to emphasize thai a nominee's abil- 
ity to pay his expenses will not be 
a deciding factor, as additional 
funds are being raised in the city." 

On pceerneber Iho 12th, a fourth 
letter was sent, which read as fol- 
low: "We wish lo inform you that 
the national conference planning 
committer Will meet on Sunday, the 
17th at 3,00 o'clock i.i the common 
room of ft V C, to select tho 30 
McGill delegates to national con- 
ference. This meeting has beer, 
postponed from Thursday the Mlh. 
in order that every campus organi- 
zation which so desires may be re- 
presented on the planning commit- 
tee before it makes its final selec- 
tion." 

Wei!, from a month's advice, the 
rjress release was on November 
Mlh, only 20 people came to that 
last and very important meeting, 
after four letters had been sent to 
all these organ izations, and besides 
all the Daily's notices. There cer- 
tainly was a lack of interest some- 
where. 

Let us go to the next point, and 
suppose the delegation was not re- 
presentative, its opinions about the 
facts that brought all this fuss, at 
the conference, as I will prove, 
were the same as the majority of 
the student body, at McGill, who 
wants to throw us out of the cam- 
pus. 

If one looks on the report of the 
commission on Canada ar.d World 
Affairs, (in which I was), at the 
end of section 2. dealing with par- 
ticipation to the war, or.e would 
find the following lines: 

"The entire Maritime section is 
en masse In support of the govern- 
ment in its war policy ar.d any 
other, being nearer to the na: It- 
self than any other section. French 
Canada is just en masse opposed to 
the war, although many English 
Canadian McGUI students feel much 
as they do in the Maritimes." 

Another place in the same report, 
section 4, lait paragraph, we find 
another proof that the C.S.A. people 
from McGill stood for the same 
ideals which they found on their 
campus: "Although a minority 
group, chiefly part of McGUI and 
the representatives of the Maritimes 
reiterated their determination to 
stand for the government whatever 
her decision." 

From those official proofs taken 
from the report, it appears pretty 
obviously that we are cot under- 
standing ourselves, the delegates 
did represent McGill opinion, but 
the big majority of people at the 
conference wore against us. I do not 
see why we should kick cut our 
own fellow-studsnt when the dis- 
agreement of McGill Is so clearly 
stated in the report of the confer- 
ence. On all the other questions, 
thus, scholarships, national unity, 
university education, democracy.

Sir.— In your issue of this date 1 
noticed that a paragraph about the 
Cheer-Leaders appeared in the col- 
umn— daily sports — by "s.h.d." 

It is freely admitted that the 
Cheer-Leaders had a none-too-suc- 
cessful season but perhaps Mr 
Dunn would be lear critical if he 
Stopped to realize that all rnembert 
of the squad were inexperienced 
and that most of them had never 
done any cheer-leading at all before 
this year. Although I do not like 
to pass the buck. I would like to 
remind Mr. Dunn that we were 
vorking under rather adverse con- 
ditions. A more experienced and 
better cheering squad than ours 
might well have had difficulty in 
organizing the crowd at those foot- 
ball games. 

As to cheering a' hockey garr.es. 
all I can say is that it was tried 
last year and found to be quite un- 
successful. This was no doubt 
largely due to the incompetence of 
the Cheer-Leaders, but I think it 
■was just as much the fault of the 
nature of the game and the lack of 
facilities (standing on a chair is not 
conducive to good cheer-leading). 
Another factor to our disadvantage 
was, the geography of the Forum. 
Ht is impossible to spread out 
enough to attract the attention of 
a large portion of the crowd and 
yet keep in time.

a violent effort was mace to get 
the "Frais" to send deiesates. 

I happened to be appointed tc 
the Planning Committee However 
all meetings of this committee were 
called at hours which were not suit- 
able to my timetable. 

I might here remark thai two 
other men along with myself were 
trying to find out just what the 
C. S. A. was — where it originated— 
who was at the back of it. These 
questions were not answered to my 
aatisfaction. I know not why. 

Now let us move on to the con- 
ference. I was appointed as a re- 



presentative— V-einR nominated by 
the IVbating Union. Circumstances 
prevented me from attending. How- 
ever I have tried to get reporta 
from the delegates and 1 have 
pteced these together.

Now Mr. Editor, you may 
ask why all this— well 1 would like 
to make my position and stand per- 
fectly clear. 

Along with many oilier students. 
1 like to see fair play. I certainly 
believe in free speech. But when 
a group of reactionary students in 
conference, try to blast out from 
West to East that student opinion 
is almost lOO-V against Canada in 
the War, then il is time for action. 
If the C.S.A. finds itself in diffi- 
culty at the present time, it has no 
one but itself to blame. If it is 
clamouring now for freedom of 
speech, why did it try to influence 
the opinion of students across Can- 
ada—not only influence— bul mis- 
represent opinion? Is it any wonder 
that practically every Campus in 
Canada has been in turmoil since 
the conference? 

To prove that these students were 
not representative, all that is neces- 
sary is to check up on what has 
heppenod since. Of those Universi- 
ties which have either suspended 
the activities of the C.S.A. or have 
disbanded it altogether— we have 
the following: U.B.C.: Saskatch- 
ewan: Dalhousie; Mt Allison. 
U.X.3.; Queens iforbids the cir- 
culation of the questionnaire!, Mc- 
Gill is virtually dissolved and there 
arc others. 

Now Mr. Editor. I believe that 
these representatives to the confer- 
ence at St. Annes have learned a 
harsh lesson. Surely this minority 
group hsve recognised that they 
canno; force falsehoods down the 
throats of students with any ordi- 
nary intelligence. Surely they 
would not have us believe that 1400 
McGill C.O.T.C. men are into that 
for their health. Surely they know 
that the "Frats" on this campus are 
not going to be "bull-nosed." 

It is certainly unfair to those who 
have been expressing "Student 
Voice" in the Daily to designate 
the men who broke up the C.S.A. 
meeting as hooligans, etc. . . . etc. 
. . . Personally I have had a good 
deal to do with Fraternity men and 
also with members of the C O.T.C. 
1 can only say that these men have 
always acted in a gentlemanly man- 
ner. 

However we must remember that 
on this occasion some of them were 
indignant at the methods of the 
C.S.A. — and used rather harsh me- 
thods to achieve their end, but I 
It-el that no minority group— be they 
ever so liberal, radical, or ob:

Alirnlinm Lincoln: 
iiiirn! February 12, 1809, 
Died) April m, IB0D.

11104, the Confederacy of the South, 
with Ms Slaveholders' Confedera- 
tion, was In bloody conflict will) 
thch' erstwhile Federal brothers of 
lha North, unci the IhbI phnso of the 
Lincoln piny wns being singed. 
Abrnhnm Lincoln, the unwanted yet 
geniuB president of tha United 
States, whs assassinated on April 11, 
1BII5, In Ford's Thenlrc. and died a 
national Idol, In Washington, on 
April 18, IB0!>. 

A nation In deep and sincere 
mourning gave him a stale funeral 
the like of which. In its tense 
melancholic progress and universal 
sorrow, has rarely been experienced 
before or since. On May 4. 1805, 
Lincoln was burled at Springfield. 
Illinois. In later years, in Spring- 
field, a thoughtful Nation placed 
his mortal remains in a magnificent 
mausoleum and erected a stately 
monument to his memory. The 
weary warrior came back to the 
scenes of his early domestic life, to 
Ills last resting place. II has since 
become a universal shrine and place 
of national pilgrimage. 

Lincoln was born of pioneer 
British-stock parents, "rich" in 
farm lands, but in no other worldly 
possessions— on February 12, 1809. 
The American cavalcade that filled 
his career went cascading through 
his fifty-six years at a period of 
the world's great turning point, 
with the advent of tbc social up- 
heaval brought about by the In- 
dustrial Revolution, as well as by 
Uiosc changes brought about after 
the decline and fall of Napolconism 
at Waterloo and St. Helena. So 
deeply impressed were the Ameri- 
can people by Lincoln's career, that 
today his life is almost an open 
book to everybody; and statues, 
monuments, a University, state and 
city parks, have been created or 
erected to foster his name in all 
parts of the United States, with the 
possible exception of the entire 
Secession Southern States area. But 
even there, though the pains of the 
past of the "War Between the 
States" are still remembered, and 
their own Southern heroes are still 
revered, Lincoln, I think, is becom- 
ing better known, and, perhaps, 
better and more favourably judged 
Plays, books, essays, articles, and 
poems have been written about him 
that would almost fill a town 
library! Even his contemporary, 
John Bright, impressed by Lincoln's 
fight, championed his cause in Eng- 
land. That, Indeed, was a big 
tribute. 

In so brief a lifetime, Lincoln not 
only abolished slavery in the Unit- 
ed States, not only led his Nation 
through four years of devastating 
Civil War— from the surrender of 
Fort Sumter to the Confederacy on 
April 14, 1861, to the surrender of 
Lee lo Grant at Appomatox, on 
April 9, 1865— but ho also brought 
about Union once more to the 
North and to the South; helped to 
expand the Nation westwards; and 
helped, indirectly, to Confederate 
the sprawling provinces of Canada 
into a united Nation. That was a 
great deal for one man. The world 
cannot forget his achievements. 

The cilmacteric of his life arous- 
ed the pily of the people every- 
where, but his accomplishments 
caused citizens of the world to 
marvel. 

Lincoln's Gettysburg Address of 
November 19, 1863, with those still 
reverberating words: "The govern- 
ment of the people by the people 
for the people shall not perish from 
the earth,"— is 0110 of the supreme 
speeches in the history of oratory. 
We have not looked upon his like 
since his passing. His Second In- 
augural Address of March 4, 1865, 
! with lltal famous passage: "With 
malice toward none, with charity 
for all, with firmness in the right 
as God gives us lo see the right, lei 
us strive on to finish the work we 
are in, to bind up the nation's 
wounds, to care for him who shall 
have borne Ihe baille and his 
widow and his orphan, to do all 
which may achieve and cherish a 
just and lasting peace among our- 
selves and with all nations,"— is an 
outstanding example of political 
oralory and harmonious use of the 
English language. 

If Lincoln's political and forensic 
oralory were things apart from his 
political sagacity and from his 
innate social philosophy and 
prophecy, his humanity was, above 
all, the crowning glory of his per- 
sonality. Lincoln was eminent as a 
slatosniilPi lawyer, politician, mili- 
tary leader, writer and orator; but 
he was even more eminent, I sub- 
mil, as a lover and a humanitarian. 
Robert Burns, Shakespeare, and the 
Bible were all dear to his heart, 



nnd so were the humorists of his 
time. Ho possessed the wisdom of 
Washington, Jefferson and of 
Franklin, His character wns od« 
mlllcdly complex. He was an ac- 
complished master of many things. 
He faced trials, tribulations, mom- 
entous decisions, and jealousies — 
and yet kept n level head. If Lin- 
coln was a great American Presi- 
dent, and a great American Patriot 
and a great Citizen of the World, 
he was also h line husband and a 
faithful father to his children. If 
ho loved his pnrcnls adoringly, and 
his family full-hcartedly, he, In- 
deed, loved Union and Peace, Pros- 
perity and Equality, Tolerance and 
Falr-Plny, even more. Small wonder 
it Is that today, as yesterday and 
tomorrow, Lincoln should be held 
up as a noble example to emulate. 
After such a life, so brlof yet so 
fruitful of accomplishment, it is but 
fair to have expected that Abraham 
Lincoln would have truly become 
the Man of the Ages.
